NO REPLY BENT TO LEE.

State Department Has Nelther Granted
Nor B-rn-?d His Demands.

New Yerk, Feb. 25.—A World special
from Havana says:

The state department refuses to an-
swer General Lee's cabled question
whether or not it will sustain his de-
mands that Spanish ootrages upon
Americans cease and that the liberty
and treaty rights of citizens of the United
States be respected by the Spanish an-
thorities.

HER SCHEME OF REFORM.

Hew Englasd Would Administer Aflairs
of Crate.

Loxpox,Feb. 25, —In the house of
lords today the Marquis of Salibury, re-
plyiog to a question ftom Lord Dunra-
ven, eaid that as the best means of
placing the house in possessing of facts
of moment in regard to Crete, he wouid
read s telegram sent yesterday evening
to the British ambaseadors to the courts
of the great powers. It wss as follpwe:

“Inform the government at which yon,
are accredited that her .majesty’s gov-
ernment proposes to make the following
declaration of policy which it intends to
pursne and which it believes is in accord
with the views of its allies:

“First—Establishment af an adminis-
trative autonomy in Crete as & necessary
condition for the termination of lnr.er-
nstional cccapation.

“Becond—That subject to the above
conditione Crete ought, in her jodge-
ment, to remsin & portion of .the Turk-
ish empire.

“‘Third—The Tarks and Greeks ghonld
be informed by the powers of this res-
olution.

“Fourth—I! Turkey or Greece when

Her delaeyd arnival, coupled
with the painful knowledge of a protrac-
ted spell of violent weather at sea re-
cently, and the pregence of vast and dan-
gerone ice fields in the track of trane-
atlantic vessels has inclined those inter-
ested to the belief that some serions mie-
hap has befailen her.

Another fact that is regarded as sig-
mficant is that thoogh the Cambrian
has been at sea nearly three weeke, no
tidings of her have been received since
the day she leit the Thames,

The Cambrian sailed from London
February 4, and should have made the
voyage in from twelve to thirteen days.
She was scheduled to eail from here to-
day on her return trip to London.

A dispute
had arigsen between Don Placide and
some Spanish sesidents over the Coban
question. Finally a group of Cataloni-
ans led by Rosendo Pach, attacked Don
Placide, and killed him.

The insult to the Spanich minister has
caused a great sensation in the capital.
Senor Morales has been imprisoned.
The feeling against the Spanish in Bo-
gota ie very bitter.

Euls’ Citisenship.

" New Youg, Feb. 25.—A Weorld special
from Madrid says: -

The Spanish authorities doubt the le-
gality of Dr. Ruoix’ American citizenship.
Nevertheless, they have ordered an im-
mediste official inquiry with & view of
punishiug severely all concerned in the
affair 1f it is proven that they failed in
their duty. Some time must élapse be-
fore the matter can be sifted.

The only cablegram the government
here has received from the authorities in
Havane in response to an ingniry rela-
tive to the Ruiz case reports that he was
arrested for complicity in the detention
of a railway train by the rebel chief
Aranguoren, and that he died of conges-
tion of the brain in the prison at Guan-
abacoa on the night of February 17th.

The next day, the dispatch saye, Con-
snl-Ceneral Lee, accompanied by a sur-
geon, was allowed to see and examine
the body, but not until February 2Zlet
did he lodge a [ormal complaint that he
had noticed contusione on Dr. Bulz’
bead, possibly arising from blows and
causing death by congeetion.

Canovas Will Investigate.

New Yomrx, Feb. 25.—A Herald special
from Madrid says:

Premier Canovas in an interview with
certain member of the press louching
the death of Ruiz, stated that the Span-
ish government in order to be in a posi-
tion to reply to the friendly note for in-
formation of the United States govern-
ment, has cabled General Ahuonda for
full particulars.

Dauutless May Clear.

Jacksosvitie, Fla,, Feb. 25.—Judge
Locke, in the United States court here,
has overruled the demurrer of the goy-
ernment in the case of W, A, Bisbee va.
Captain Kilgore and the collector of the
port, asking for an injunction to restrain
thew from interfering with the clearing
of the Dauntless. The government is
given ten days to attend.

Judge Locke took occasion to say that
the secretary of the treasury was going
too far in requiring a vessel-owner to
swear that he wonld not earry arms,
men or munitions of war, as aeccording
to law he can carry any one of them,
the combination of them making it an-
lawfal.

THE ISLAND CONTINENT.

Australin Is » Land of Loveliness
Throogh All the Beasonhs °

“There is nothing,” we are told, “that

astonishes the strapger visiting Aus-
stralia for the first time o much as the
variety and beauty of its flowers.” Au-
straila is, indeed, a land of floral loveli-
ness, and nowheére has nature been
more lavish in her gifts of bud and
blossom than in New South Wales. The
landscape is an endless panorama of
surpassing beauty.
* There is a plethora of color in the
flowers that everywhere meet the gaze,
They are not placed hereand there only,
to give one the impression of limit;
they cover mountains and valleys in all
kinds of forms and shades of beauty.
Climbers, in rich crimson and inter-
spersed with every colorare multiplied
by millions and seattered with a prodi-
gul band that knows no stint nor hound,
save that of infinitude itself, until every
shrub snd plant and bush, robed in
splendor, makes the country gay with
blue and gold and many colored dyes.

The gorgeous coloring of the Austra-
liun floral kingdom is hardly to be ex-
celled anywhere. Among the favorite
rative flowers is the stately waratah,
or native tulip, as it is sometimes in-
oorrectly designed. It grows to the
beight of four or five feet, the slender
stem hemg surmounted by a large
dnhlia-shaped flower of the deepest
crimson. It is sometimes grown as a
sarden flower, but thrives best in the
sush. The native rose, which has no
sesemblance save in its delimte pink
¢dint to the favorite garden flower, is ex-
¢eedingly plentiful. The blossom is
small and modest, but wonderfully en-
during and forms a charming addition
to an Australian bouquet.

The rock lily, of which a Beautiful
specimen, imbedded in ice, was Iatelv
sent to the queen, is so called from its
being most abundant in rocky country,
where its masses of yellowish-white
blogsoms stand out in picturesque re-
Hef from the dense background of dark
green foliage. The gigantic lily is, per-
haps, the most magnificent of Austra-
linn native flowers—Pittsburgh Dis-
pateh.
